Thus many cunning and learned Jeſuits have diſguiſed | 
themſelves in che habic of Taylors, Shoo- makers, and 
of orber mechanical Tradeſmen, that 'they might ſeem 
ro the people to haye been raught thoſe things by the 
Spirit, which have} cen che produ&t of much fiudy-; 
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&mnation, bave privily brought in damnable hereſjes, ſome

the Truthas iris in Jeſus, and upon whom the Goſpel 
hath made a powerful and ſaving impreſſion ? And e- 
ven among(t choſe that have been affeted and con- 
verred by che preaching of the Gofpel, and- had 1t 
gently in eſteem at ficſt "hearing and believing ;

And thoſe that continued Redfaſt in the T ruth, did 
not duly prize the Goſpel, none of them according to 
Its dignity and worth. No wonder then if God grows 
angry atſuch conremprs and affronts as were hereby of- 
fered unto him, and eaſeth them ſo much of their bur- 
den ; and withdraws the food ſo much, which they grew 
ſo weary of : No wonder that he ſuffers ſo many of their * 
teachers to be thruſt into corners, and ſo much with- 
draws the beams of chat Lighr which was ſo much aba- 
ed, and when they are not ſenſible of his diſpleaſure in 
this, no wonder if he ſends the Plague and Fire, ro a-
